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AUTO SPEEDER KILLED, 
MISSES CUTTING SAVED} 


Big Machines Barely Miss a Col- 
lision, One Overturns 





ON E. H. HARRIMAN’S ESTATE| 


Chauffeur Who Died Had Gone Along a | 


Narrow, Crooked Mountain Road 


at Express Speed.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Oct. 14.—In averting 
@ collision that must have resulted in the 
serious injury of R. Fulton Cutting’s two 
daughters, Louis Lieber, a chauffeur, 
wrecked a high power car he was driving 
and was pinned under it and killed near 


Arden yesterday afternoon. Lieber was 
the chauffeur for C. B. Sloan of Gar- 
risons, and lived at 813 West 114th Street, 
New York. The accident occurred on a 
private road on the estate of E. H. Har- 
riman. 

Lieber was in a big Renault car on the 
way from Garrisons to Newburg and was 
making high speed when he was first 
noticed. He tore through the streets of 
Arden at an express train clip, and some 
of those who saw him believed that his 
machine was running away. W. H. Mo- 
Clellan, Treasurer of the Arden Farms 
chain of stores in Orange County, acting 
on this belief, jumped into his Cadillac 
car and set off in pursuit. Lieber was far 
ahead before he started, however, and he 
could only tell that he was keeping up by 
the cloud of dust he found. 

Btill driving along at a pace of about 
fifty miles an hour, Lieber ran on to the 
private road that E. H. Harriman has 
built along the eastern slope of the 
Ramapo range, near the new incline rail- 
way which will lead to the great Harri- 
man mansion. This piece of road was 
bullt with a view to picturesqueness, and 
Was never intended for the speeding of 
automobiles. It is known by some as the 
Turner-Arden Snake Road because of its 
many turns. Persons who were watching 
saw the Sloan car go whipping around its 
turns, in danger at each one of going 
@own the mountainside. 

At one of the sharp turns Lieber came 
tm sight of Mr. Cutting’s new Mercedes- 
Laudelet, car, driven by Chauffeur Dunn 
and containing Mr, Cutting’s two daugh- 
ters. The road was so narrow that passing 
was out of the question, and both chauf- 
feurs saw that they could not stop in time. 
Dunn yelled for the young women to hold 
tight, and turned his machine up the 
mountainside. He then put on the brakes 
and watched his opportunities so well 
that although the machine ran over some 
rocks and gave the occupants a bad jolt- 
ing it kept upright. Before it stopped the 
Misses Cutting, fearing that it would 
be overturned, jumped and got some 
scratches and bruises, but were not seri- 
ously hurt. The machine caught its front 
wheel against a tree, and was saved from 
rolling down the mountainside again. 

Lieber would have hit the Cutting car 
anyway had he not turned his car down 
the mountainside and jammed his brakes 
on hard. The d of his machine was 
checked, but its momentum was so great 
that it turned completely around, struck 
the rocks on the edge of the cliff,. and 
turned over, pinning Lieber under it. 

Mr. McClellan, Ing in pursuit, 
came up in a few moments, and some of 
Mr. Harriman’s employes who had seen 
the mad pace of Lieber and had run down 
to try yp him also came up. 
Cutting’s first idea had been that there 
was danger of some other machine com- 
ing around the curve and dashing into the 
cars, and she ran around the turn just in 
time to flag Russell Young of New Ro- 
chelle. The men raised the overturned 
car and found that Lieber was still alive, 
although his chest was crushed in and he 
was otherwise severely hurt. 

Mr. Dunn worked the Cutting car down 
the side of the mountain, straightened it 
out, took the injured man in with him, 
and then set off on a race to Tuxedo. He 
went at a fast clip, but when he arrived 
at the office of Dr. H. E. Wise, Lieber 
was dead. While he was being taken to 
Tuxedo Lieber became conscious a mo- 
ment and gasped, ‘‘ Are the 

Mr. Sloan felt much grieved when in- 
formed of Mr. Lieber's death. He said 
that the chauffeur had in his em- 
ploy three years, and considered a 
slow and careful driver. The brakes on 
the big car had refused to work well of 
late on the left side, and he attributed the 
turning and sliding of the machine to one 
side to this cause.

WANT A POLITICAL F POPE. 


Cardinals and Churchman Discuss the 
Future—Rampolla the Favorite. 


ROME, Oct. 14.—In spite of the fact that 
the Pope is enjoying perfect health, the 
matter of the possible result of the next 
conclave, whenever it does occur, is be- 
ing discussed even among the Cardinals, 
and this with no desire to anticipate the 
end or to be disrespectful to the Pontiff. 

The feeling among the Cardinals has 
changed greatly since August, 1908, and 
to-day there exists a tendency quite op- 
posite to that which triumphed three 
years ago. In view of the Vatican's ex- 
periences with France, the cry this time 
will be not for a merely religious Pope, 
but a political Pope; not for a saint, but 
for a statesman. Even the strongest op- 
ponents of three years ago of Cardinal 
Rampolla now favor his election. 

Rampolla failed in 1903 chiefly because 

he was vetoed by Cardinal Puzyna in the 
name of Austria, speaking for the entire 
Triple Alliance. Although Pope Pius has 
suppressed the right of veto arrogated by 
{certain powers, the reasons which induced 
|the Triple Alliance to oppose Cardinal 
|Rampolla still exist, and the Church is 
to-day less able to afford displeasing the 
Central Empire. Consequently there are 
rumors of an experiment with a foreign 
| Pope, in spite of the disfavor of the 
| Italians. For the last four centuries al] 
ithe Popes have been Italian, 
In this connection the recent election of 
[ F ather Wernz to be General of the Jesuits 
is considered symptomatic. Every one 
prophesied that the new General would 
; be an Italian, but finally a German was 
chosen,

LONGCHAMP COURSE 


Racegoers, Maddened at Bad 
Start, Riot, Pillage and Burn. 


TROOPS CHARGE THE CROWDS 


Bookmakers’ Cash Seized and Booths 
and Betting Pavillons Fired— 
Many Persons Injured. 


PARIS, Oct. 14.—There was a violent 
| public outburst, culminating in rioting, 
| pillage, and incendiariem, at the Long- 
champ race course this afternoon in con- 
sequence of an unsatisfactory start in the 
third race of the Sunday programme. 
Troops called to suppress the rioters 


were compelled to charge the crowds, and 
many persons were wounded. 

The racing programme comprised six 
contests, and the first two passed off 
with the ordinary calm. Then the flag fell 
for the third race, a free handicap. There 
were nine starters in this race and four 
horses, including the public favorite, were 
left standing at the post owing to a mis- 
understanding between the jockeys and 
the starter. Amid a terrific uproar a 
complete outsider won. 

The public immediately became enraged, 
broke down the barriers and track rail- 
ings, and invaded the race course. Others 
demanded the return of their bets. These 
surrounded the bookmakers’ booths, drove 
out the cashiers, and seized the money in 
the bookmakers’ cash boxes. Attempts to 
restore order were in vain, the srfall force 
of police present being inadequate, 

The crowd's anger increased as the riot- 
ers took possession of the entire race 
course, and men began breaking chairs 
and throwing them on the track. Then a 
rougher element attacked some automo- 
biles stationed near the grand stands, 
seized supplies of petroleum, which they 
sprinkled on the bookmakers’ booths and 
other woodwork of the betting pavilions, 
and set them afire. The squad of fire- 
men on duty were helpless, as the water 
hose had been cut. 

The authorities telephoned for assist- 
ance to Mont Valerian, and a strong body 
of troops was at once sent up on the 
double-quick. The soldiers succeeded 
eventually in clearing the inclosure by 


Es but in the meantime the betting 

structures had burned to the ground, A 
large wooden building belonging to the 
bookmakers was also set on fire. 

The last three races were postponea. 
Sixty arrests were made, and a large num- 
ber of policemen and rioters was injured 
in the many conflicts between the crowds 
and the officials. A large force of troops 
will remain on duty throughout the night 
at both the Longchamp and Auteuil 
courses. 

The Hippodrome de Longchamps is the 
principal course for flat races in the 
neighborhood of Paris., It is most pic- 
turesquely, situated at thé end of the Bois 

de Boulogne, near the Grand Cascade, an 
artificial waterfall issuing from a grotto. 

Near by are a mill and two towers of the 
ancient Abbey of Longchamps, founded in 

1256 by Isabelle de France, sister of St. 

Louis. 
The most important annual race at 
Longchamps is the Grand Prix, which 
is run about the middle of June on a Sun- 
day. The prize is $50,000, the richest for 
a horse race in the world. 

The Parisians are very fond of horse 
racing and the poorest citizens find some 
| means of reaching Longchamps on fine 
| Sundays. Eight-horsed charabancs, with 
bells tinkling and coachmen dressed in 
picturesque costumes drive racegoers to 
the course for 20 cents each way. The 
course is about three and one-half miles 
from Paris, 

Mont Valerian, to which place the 
authorities telephoned for troops yester- 
day, is where the German artillery 


mounted its guns during the siege of 
Paris. 


17 BALLOONS IN A RACE 


Competing for the Kaiser’s Cup—100,- 
000 Persons See the Ascent. 


BERLIN, Oct. i4.—In a breeze blow- 
ing fifteen miles an hour seventeen bal- 
loong started to-day in the run for the 
international cup offered by Emperor 
William. They were sent up from within 
an inclosure at Tegel, six miles north- 
west of Berlin, where admirable arrange- 
iments had been made to inflate ten of 
the balloons simultaneously in an hour 
and a half. 

The adjacent fields were covered with 
thousands of automobiles and carriages, 
and fully 100,000 persons had assembled 
to see the ascent. The starters were 
officers of the Army Balloon Corps. The 
balloons were cast off by non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

The first balloon to start was the He- 
lios, Vienna Aero Club, Dr. Schleim be- 
ing the aeronaut. Then at five-minute in- 
tervals there followed the Cognac, Berne 
Aero Club, V, De Beauclair; the Helm- 
holtz, Berlin Air Navigation Society, Dr. 
H. Elias, and the Radium, Belgium Aero 
Club, Adhemar de la Hault. 'Two French 
balloons and one Spanish balloon failed to 
arrive in time to take part in the race.

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MAY BUY THE IRISH LINES. 


British Cabinet Considering a Scheme 
of Government Ownership.

LONDON, Oct. 14.~—The report cur- 
rent in America that Premier Camp- 
bell-Bannerman and his associates are 
considering a scheme of Government 
ownership of British railroads is true— 
to some extent. 

The Government has no idea what- 
ever of bringing in a bill for the nation- 
alization of any other railways than 
those of Ireland. The Irish roads, the 
Government is inclined to think, should 
be taken over by the nation in order 
to advance the welfare of Ireland, and 
especially in order to furnish the fa- 
cilities required for the highest devel- 
opment of her agricultural interests. 
Ireland needs better railroad facilities 
than private enterprisé is likely to give 
her or could afford to give her.

MORE HAZING AT ANNAPOLIS 


Midshipman Under Arrest—Board of 
Investigation Sitting.

ANNAPOLIS, Oct. 14.—Midshipman 
Robert P. Guiler, Jr., of Calais, Ohio, a 
member of the third class, has been placed 
under arrest, charged with hazing God- 
frey De C. Chevalier, a lower classman 
appointed from Massachusetts. A report 
on the case was made by a first classman, 
and the authorities are holding the case 
under advisement. 

The hazing does not appear to be a 
severe case, but it surprised the authori- 
ties, as it was understood that hazing was 
at an end at the institution. It is stated 
that Guiler entered Chevalier’s room and 
asked him his name. He was told, and 
then applied a nickname to him, saying 
that was to be his name in the future. 
The conversation was overheard by a 
first classman on duty and reported. 

A board of investigation, composed of 
naval officers, has been in session for 
some days, and is trying to determine to 
what extent hazing has existed since the 
opening of the rfew scholastic year. About 
a dozen fourth-classmen have been be- 
fore it, but the proceedings are secret 
and the result is not known. 


HEAD OF NOBEL WORKS SLAIN 


Armed Men Rob His Home—Execu- 
tions More Numerous. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 14.—A dispatch 
received here from Pyatigorsk, a watering 
place in the Caucasus, says. that five 
armed -men—entered the residence of the 
manager of the Nobel works to-day, 
locked up the servants In a room, and 
stabbed the manager to death. They es- 
caped, taking with them $10. 

Twenty-four members «cf the late Par- 
Hament are now in prison on various 
charges. Ten fled to avoid arrest, five 
were deported from their home prov- 
inces, and two have been flogged. One 
ex-member, a priest named Afanasieff, is 
reported to have gone insane during con- 
finement in a monastery. 

Statistics of the activity of drumhead 
courts-martial show that there were 182 
executions in the first month of their ex- 
istence and that the daily average of ex- 
ecutions is now higher. Sixteen men 
were executed yesterday. A majority of 
the sentences passed and executed are 
not for political crimes, but for highway, 
bank, and. train robbery, hold-ups in 
stores, and murder. 


POSTAL DEFICIT LESS. 


$10,516,995 for 1906, Against $14,572,534 
for the Previous Year.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Postmaster 
General Cortelyou has given out an ad- 
vance statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Postal Service for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1906. It shows 
a reduction of the annual deficit from 
$14,572,534.13 for 1005 to $10,516,995.94 for 
1906—over four millions of dollars—or 27.83 
per cent. 

The total receipts for 1906 were $167,- 
032,762.95, an increase over 1905 of $15,- 
106,197.85, which is the greatest increase 
for any year in the history of the service. 
The per cent. of increase in receipts for 
1906 is 9.88, as compared with 6.42 for 
1905. The total expenditures during 1906 
were $178,449,778.89, an Increase of $11,- 
050,609.66 over 1005. The per cent. of in- 
crease is less than for a number of years, 
and is smaller by one-third than the per 
cent. of increase during 1905,

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TWO DEAD, THREE HURT 
ON F.G. BOURNE’S YACHT 


Steam Connection Blows Out in 
the Colonial’s Engine Room. 


BOAT LAY OFF OYSTER BAY 


Injured Men Carried In Launches to 
the Shore and from There to 
the Mineola Hospital. 


Two men are dead and three severely 
burned as a result of the blowing out cf 
a steam connection in the engine room 
of the yacht Colonial, owned by ex-Com- 
modore F. G, Bourne of Oakdale, L. I. 
The accident occurred while the yacht 
was lying off Centre Island, the home of 
the Seawanhaka Yacht Club. She was to 
have gone out of commission to-day. 

One of the dead was an engine room 
man named James Southwell. He was 45 
years old. The other man was Alfred 
Grippe. The injured are John O’Hara and 
John McMackan. The Chief Engineer, John 
McMackan. The Chief Engineer, John 
Leonard, was scalded about the face and 
neck. He is in the Nassau Hospital at 
Mineola, where the others were taken. 

The accident occurred about 1:15 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. The five men were 
in the boiler and engine room, and they 
were enveloped in the steam as it 
poured from the brok2n connection and 
filled the compartment. They were pulled 
out as soon as the other members of the 
crew could enter the steam-filled com- 
partments. 

That three of the men could not live 
way: recognized from the first, but Com- 
modore Bourne decided to send them all 
to the hospital. A special train was made 
ready at Oyster Bay and the men were 
transferred to the landing at Oyster Bay 
in launches, 

The Nassau Hospital ambulance was in 
waiting when the train reached Mineola 
at 2:15 o'clock, only an hour after the 
accident.

MANY ELECTION PETITIONS. 


Secretary of State Overwhelmed, Has 
No Proper Place to Keep Them. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Oct. 14—A new condition 
confronts the Secretary of State. It is 
the result of the voluminous and many 
independent certificates of candidates for 
election next month. When the law was 
drawn the result of the Hearst movement 
was not contemplated, hence a condition 
exists to-day which will need remedial 
legislation. 

The great number of independent peti- 
tlons and nominations, each of which 
weighs from two to twenty pounds, to say 
nothing of their bulkiness, must be cared 
for. There is not safe room enough in 
the office, and consequently they must be 
left in charge of the night watchman.

BRITISH NAVAL ECONOMY. 


Twenty Efficient Ships to be Removed 
from Active Duty. 


LONDON, Monday, Oct. 15.—The Stand- 
ard this morning says the Government 
purposes, before the end of this year, to 
remove twenty efficient warships from 
active duty in order to economize. 

Four battleships of the Majestic class 
will be removed from the Channel Fleet, 
two of the same class from the Atlantic 
Fleet, and two of the Formidable class 
from the Mediterranean Fleet. All these 
ships will be placed in the home reserv 
each with the nucleus of a crew on board. 

The entire Royal Sovereign class, eight 
fine vessels, will be placed in reserve 
without crews, and four armored cruisers 
will be paid off. 


MEXICAN AMBASSADOR QUITS 


Iliness Causes Casasus to Resign the 
Post in Washington. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 14.—Joaquin D’'Ca- 
sasus, Mexican Ambassador to the United 
States, has resigned that office. Sefior 
Casasus gave as his reason that for some 
time past his health had been seriously im- 
paired. Enrique C. Creel, Governor of the 
State of Chihuahua, and one of the rich- 
et men in the republic, is mentioned as a 
likely candidate for the Ambassadorship. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The resigna- 
tion of the Mexican Ambassador has 
been expected in Washington for a long 


time. When he was appointed last Win- 
ter he was delayed in his trip to take 
charge of the embassy by a protracted 
illness, and he has been ill most of the 
time since then. He is now in Paris. 


ROCKEFELLER AIDS NEGROES. 


Gives $25,000 Conditionally for Colored 
Branch of Y. M. C. A. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The announce- 
ment was made here to-day that John D. 
Rockefeller had made a conditional gift of 
$25,000 fer a building for the negro branch 
of the Washington Young Men's Christian 
Association. The condition imposed is that 
an additional $25,000 be raised for the 
site and building. The building is to be 
turned over to the Young Men's Christian 
Association, which is to support the 
branch. There are 600 negro applicants for 
membership in the proposed branch, 

Mr. Rockefeller had heretofore given 
$50,000 toward the construction of the 
Central Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion building recently completed here. In 
making the present offer Mr. Rockefeller 
said it was because of the National scope 
and character of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association in this city and its rela- 
tion to the Nation s at large. 


HUGHES BY 20, 000 IN KINGS. 


Col. Dady Has $5,000 to Bet at Even 
Money on It. 


Col. Michael J. Dady, Republican lead- 
er of the First Assembly District, Brook- 
lyn, believes that there will be something 
like a landslide of votes for Charles E. 
Hughes in Kings County. So convinced 
is he of this that he has put in the hands 
of Fred H. Schumm, the Fulton Street 
restaurateur, $5,000 to be wagered at 
even money that the Republican candi- 
date for Governor will carry the county 
by a plurality of at least 20,000. 

“T really believe,”’ said the Colonel yes- 
terday, ‘‘ that Hughes will beat Hearst by 
50,000 here in Kings.

Mr. Haffen has been one of the most 
consistent advocates of the nomination.

No Trace of Honor. 

“We tried Mr. Hearst's .managers,” 
continued Hatch, ‘and thought that we

we found no trace of honor as far as 
any obligationg to organized labor were 
concerned.

We could have gone to 
the Republican or Democratic Party and 
got at least fifteen names on the ticket. 
We went to the party supposed to repre- 
sent the people and were handed out a 
lemon. 

“The entire local frame-up, in fact, 
is a ticket guaranteed ‘to Murphy at 
Buffalo, I never had much use for Mr. 
Murphy, but when I saw how he worked 
the Independence League I felt that I 
could take off my hat to him. [Applause.] 


At first I believed that Mr. Hearst was a! 


man of high ideals, who was engaged in a 
fight against bossism inspired by his own 
sentiments. Now I see the bad mistake I 
hg¢ve made. He said he was counted out 
last year, but this year he is using the 
weapon that he says counted him out to 
count him in. I do not believe, however, 
that Mr. Hearst will have the pleasure 
this year of having to ask for a recount. 
He will have about as much show of 
being elected Governor of New York as I 
have.”” [Loud applause. ] 

Hatch said that at the first meeting of

The 
meeting on Saturday night, however, was 
a silent and gloomy one, and “the dele- 
gates realized the buncombe that had 
been given to them.”

NURSED PRESIDENT’S MOTHER; 


Negro Woman Dead at 94 Once Be- 
longed to Bullock Family. 


Nannie Jackson, the colored nurse of 
President Roosevelt's mother, dled at 
Evergreen, L. I., a few days ago in her 
ninety-fourth year. She was brought to 
Connecticut a slave by Stephen Bullock, 
the President’s maternal grandfather, and 
he fought through the court the decree 
that gave her her freedom. 

“After Mr. Bullock came North in 
1834," said Miss Mary B. Smith of New 
Haven yesterday, “his daughter Martha 
born. Nannie Jackson came here 
; With the family as nurse of a daughter 
who was born in the South. After the 


family took up its residence in Hartford 
another daughter, Martha. who became | 
Mrs. Roosevelt, the President's mother, | 
was born. Nannie Jackson was installed} 
as her nurse. She was for three years 
with them. Finally the abolitionists got

| hold of her, and told her that being in a 


free State she wes no longer a@ slave.

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SPELLBINDERS HEAR 
HOW TO DO THE TRICK 


Points from Lee Fairchild on In- 
teresting Audiences. 


‘BE EARNEST, VETERAN SAYS 


Also Be Brief—Don’t Drag Your Story 
on by the Heels and Let It Be 
New or Very Old. 


The Republican County Committee 
opened its School for Spellbinders yester- 
day with Lee Fairchild as Professor of the 
Ethics of Stump Speaking. Mr. Falir- 
child has talked to Republican audiences 
all over the country for a quarter of a 
century. The veriest novice among 
spellbinders knows Fairchild, and 1s will- 
ing to be guided by his experience, so 
the men who for the next three weeks 
will hold the audiences where the candi- 
date or the star speaker is not on his feet 
gathered in the schoolroom at 1 Madison 
Avenue yesterday to take their lesson 
from him. 

Mr. Fairchild began by explaining to 
them how the word “ spellbinder"’ origl- 
nated. In 1880 or therabout, he said, 
when McClaskey was in charge of the 
speakers’ bureau in the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel, he was receiving reports one day 
from his orators. 

“Well, how did you make out?” he 
asked one. 

“Why I simply had ’em spell bound,” 
was the reply. 

Everybody had the same reply until the 
veteran Jake Kemple came in. Kemple 
was asked how he had done. 

“Oh, I did fairly well,” responded Kem- 
ple. 

“Well, I'll raise your salary,” said Mc- 
Claskey. ‘I'm tired of these ‘spell- 
binders.’ "" And in every campaign ever 
since ‘‘spellbinders’ they have been. °* 


Just How to Do It. 


That put Mr. Fairchild in touch with 
his scholars, and notebooks were whipped 
out and pencils sharpened to make notes. 

“The first thing I want to impress upon 
you,”” began Prof. Fairchild, ‘‘is to be 
yourselves. . Don't be any one else, and 
don’t try to imitate any one. Don’t be 
Job Hedges. There were only two Jobs 
of any consequence that I have known 
anything about. One was covered with 
boils and the other was covered with 
glory.” 

This fact was duly recorded. 

“Always remember to show up on 
time,’ continued Mr. Fairchild. **Don't 
imagine that the other speakers will be 
there ahead of you, so you can drop in at 
any old time; and remember this, too. 
Be full of your subject—and nothing else.” 

After the laugh had subsided Mr. Fair- 
child waxed serious. 

“The first essential in campaigning,” 
he said, ‘“‘is to be in earnest, and as this 
is a campaign on new lines, and the in- 
terest of the people and not of men js at 
stake, no man ever had a better oppor- 
tunity of being in earnest and doing good 
work for the whole community. 

‘Beware of long speeches. Frequently 
an audience cheers a man because they 
think he has finished, but the average 
man believes he is making a hit, and to 
let the audience know that he knows it 
he continues. Often he does this several 
times. About half the votes made by the 
men who make short speeches are lost 
through the fellows who make long ones. 

** Don't worry about whether the County 
Committee will hear if you made a good 
speech or a bad one. The Chairman of 
the local committee usually sends word 
by messenger if you made a good speech, 
and telephones his report if you made a 
bad one."’ 


How to Tell a Good Story. 

Mr. Fairchild waited a few minutes to 
let these maxims soak in. Then he went 
on: 

‘“‘Thorough preparation and brevity are 
the essentials to good public speaking. 
You are in a city of great rush and hus- 
tle, and your audiences are already pretty 
well posted.

Candidate Has Learned How to 
Stir His Audiences. 


FIRST SPEECHES ACADEMIC 


But Now He Has Got Into Closer Sym- 
pathy with His Hearers—Heartily 
Cheered by Workingmen. 


When the Hughes party left its train at 
the Grand Central Station early yesterday 
morning, an opportunity was afforded to 
take a look back over the five days of the 
candidate's first stumping tour. Three 
things appeared to have been thoroughly 
established. 

The first was that the issue which Mr. 
Hughes has declared to be fundamental, 
that of political sincerity, is one that 
“takes"’ with both Republicans and 
Democrats so far as the central counties 
are concerned. The second thing was that 
Mr. Hughes himself is a first-rate cam- 
paigner, both on the platform and in the 
social handshakings that fill in the chinks 
between speeches. The third was that

The Up-State Audiences. 


So far as concerns the issue on which 
Mr. Hughes asks the voters of the State 
to determine the Governorship contest, it 
became apparent even at the first meet- 
ing at Lyons, which could hardly be 
ealled outwardly enthusiastic, that there 
was a solid agreement with him when he 
declared it fitting that a test be made of 
the political sincerity of his opponent. So 
it was also at both Buffalo meetings, al- 
though there, instead of speaking to an 
audience of lifelong Faepublicans, Mr. 
Hughes addressed first a company of 
workmen who had been invited to stom- 
ach the MHearst-Conners alliance, and 
later talked to a gathering which might 
have been transplanted to any Broadway 
theatre without looking out of place. 

On this day a crowd of 1,000 stood in 
line in a snowstorm for an hour in the 
afternoon to shake Mr. Hughes's Nand, 
and upward of 4,000 more -tramped 
through the snow and slush to Conven- 
tion Hall for the evening meeting. 

The third day's work down through On- 
tario, however, found a variety of condi- 
tions. It began at Geneva, a city which 
elected a Democratic Mayor and Council 
at its last election, and where the Hearst 
propaganda has been considered strong. 
News dispatches have told how the Demo- 
cratic Mayor in his automobile led the pa- 
rade from the railway station. They did 
not recount, though, that in the evening 
as many as one hundred people attended 
a Hearst rally at which some of the sec- 
ond-best talent of the Independence 
League contingent was scheduled to ap- 
pear. The Hughes meeting had to be 
held in the afternoon because the Hearst 
workers had hired the opera house for 
every open evening. 

The Canandaigua speech and those at 
Penn Yan and Seneca Falls were delivered 
under substantially the same conditions. 
It was strong Republican territory, but 
one thing was apparent at all the meet- 
ings, particularly that in Canandaigua, 
where people are at the beck and call of 
John Raines. This was that before Mr. 
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made in Lyons they would never have 
become fairly acquainted with him. 


Winning Over Workingmen. 


But the steaming, dripping crowd sit- 
ting there in the candle light instead of 
at home, where they would have been a 
great deal more comfortable.on such a

THE HANKOW SOON A FURNACE 


Impossible to Save the Chinese on Her 
—Hundreds Burned. 


HONGKONG, Oct. 14.—The steamer 
Hankow, which was burned to-day, car- 
ried 2,000 Chinese passengers—men, wom- 
en, and children—and seven Europeans. 
The vessel arrived from Canton at 3 A. 
M., and was shortly afterward moored at 
the wharf. 

The chief officer reported to Capt. 
Branch that the ship was afire. The 
Captain then directed the chief engineer 
to turn on the water through the fire 
hose. This was impossible, for the rea- 
son that within five minutes after the 
alarm was given the Hankow was ablaze 
fore and aft. Capt. Branch then awak- 
ened the Buropean passengers, who 
rushed down the gangway, the women in 
their nightclothes. 


The crew were compelled to leave the | 


ship, which by this time was a veritable 
furnace. The Chinese steerage passen- 
gers were thrown into a frightful panic. 
To save their lives was impossible, owing 
to the inflammable nature of the cargo. 
Hundreds were burned to death and many 
others jumped into the harbor and were 
drowned. 

The land and floating brigades of fire- 
men made hereulean efforts to extinguish 
the flames, which leaped to a height of 
over sixty feet. A pier 100 yards distant 
was burned to rhe water's edge. 

Gov. Nathan arrived at the scene at 4:15 
A. M. He suggested scuttling the ship, 
but the suggestion was found to be im- 
practicable. 

The fire was brought under control at 
6 A. M., at which time only the hull re- 
mained, The work of recovering the 
dead was then begun.

THRIFTY CUBAN REBELS 
PROFIT BY INTERVENTION 


Permitted to Keep Stolen Horses; 
and Guns That Will Shoot. 


DISARMAMENT. ONLY A FAKE 





A Day with Gen. Funston In His Work 
of Disbanding the Force of 
Gen. Asbert. 


Special Correspondence THE NEw YORK TIMES. 

HAVANA, Oct. 6.—The telegraph has 
told you with somewhat persistent itera- 
tion that the disarmament of the revolu- 
tionary forces was proceeding satisfac- 
torily. It has not made so much mention 
of the disarmament of the militia forces 
organized by the expiring Palma Gov- 
ernment in a last effort to maintain itself 
in power. As a'matter of fact, the dis- 
armament of both forces has been pro-| 
ceeding at the same time, although that 
of the insurgents has covered a greater 
number of men, whereas that of the mili- 
tia has brought in a greater proportion of 
arms. 

‘Viewed simply as a surrender of weap- 
ons, the disarmament of the insurgent 
forces partakes very much of the nature 
of a fake. Some old, worthless, worn-out 
guns are turned in by each force dis- 
armed, but the majority of the rifles, es- 
pecially any that are in serviceable con- 
dition, are generally held out and/| 
concealed by the men, who allege, | 
when taxed with the deception, that 
the weapons are their individual prop- 
erty. The authorities of the Pro-| 
visional Government, who haves been 
supervising in part the ‘ disarmament,” | 
have not been at all fooled by the char- 
acter of the proceeding. They know per- | 
fectly well what has been going on—in | 
fact, part of it has passed under their 
very eyes—but they see also that there 
is accomplished a fairly genuine disband- | 
ment of the insurgent troops, and that is 
@ matter of substantial worth. 


Arms Kept, but Rebels Disbanded. 


Moreover, the proceeding undertaken 
was the best thing that could be done 
under all the circumstances. The al- 
ternative was the use of a force which 
ft would have been very difficult to em-| 
ploy at this time, and which would have | 
been almost certain to produce such ex- 
asperation and discontent as to lead to 
greater outbreaks than now seem likely 
to result from the course adopted. The 
Provisional Government was not ready 
to send American troops in force to the 
various places held by the insurgents and 
compel the faithful rendition of their 
arms. Not only did it not have the men 
here necessary for the adoption of such 
@ measure, but it saw that that course 
would be fraught with too great danger 
to the end it was endeavoring to attain. 
Consequently Mr. Taft and Gen. Funston 
have been quietly ignoring the unsatis- 
factory manner in which the insurgents

Two or three. prominent Cu- 
bans who had taken no active part with 
either side in the ‘‘ revolution "’ were also 
appointed, including Gen. Mario Menocal, 
who had headed the effort of the veterans 
of the war of independence to gain peace 
by negotiation and compromise. Gen, 
Menocal declined to serve, and Dr, San- 
chez Agramonte, a very well-known 
physician of Havana, was substituted. To 
these the revolutionary committee added 
several names. 

This commission met immediately and 
discussed the objects to be obtained and 
the methods to be adopted. One of the 
most perplexing questions they had to 
handle was that of the horses in the 
hands of the insurgents. There was no 
infantry to speak of in the revolutionary 
army. Each man as he took the field 
took also a horse, sometimes his own, but 
more often some one’s else. As he rode 
about the country, and his mount became 
worn out, sick, or otherwise worthless, he 
replaced it with any other satisfactory 
animal on which he could lay his hands. 

It happened in some cases that a man 
would thus remount himself half a dozen 
times or more, and the location of the

The plans of the Jamestown Exposition

on Sept. 9 and to continte until the end 
of the month if necessary, and to include 
five international cup races, all of them 
important and interesting.

Again and again they have declared—sor- 
rowfully, to be sure, but none the less 
clearly—that anything like an approach 
to phonetic spelling is impossible with an 
alphabet lacking signs for something like 
half the sounds constantly employed in 
our language, and that the dreadfully 
difficult task of reforming the alphabet 
is one which they haven't the energy or 
the courage to attempt. 

And yet Dr, James DonaLpson, the Prin- 
cipal of St. Andrew's University, arises at 
that ancient seat of learning and proves 
himself an enthusiastic friend of the Car- 
negie reformers by announcing himself as 
cordially in favor of—phonetic spelling! 
And, to give the Simplifiers the more pain, 
he useés their favorite argument as to the 
time and toil that would be saved by 
children and foreigners if only English 
were so spelled as to bring its letters and 
its sounds into logical relation. 

That is a strong argument—for those to 
whom it appeals strongly, but a good 
many of us retain the ancient theory that 
the overcoming of difficulties is good ex- 
ercise for the childish mind, and that it 
doesn’t make much difference whether 
that mind works at one task or another. 
The theory, to be sure, is not now receiyed 
as an axiom or truism, as it used to be, 
and it wabbles occasionally under the 
blows aimed in its direction, but it still 
stands. 

As for the foreigners, the same good 
many of us are calmly willing that they 
should take their chances in conquering 
the merry eccentricities of our orthogra- 
phy, and it can be said that the English 
language, despite its spelling, is making 
its way over the world fast enough to 
give some disquietude to the statesmen 
who speak it as well as to those who;

He Pays Tribute to the Late 
Stanford White, Its Architect. 


MADE NEW EDIFICE HIS IDOL 


New Madison Square Church a Beauti- 
ful Example of Architect’s Genius 


PARKHURST CHURCH 


—Dr. Parkhurst’s Sermon. 


“* What this church stands for" was the 
theme of the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Park- 

hurst’s sermon at the opening service of 

the new Madison Square Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning. Dr. Park- 
|hurst In his sermon did not fail to be- 

stow on the late Stanford White, the ar- 

chitect of the church, a tribute of praise 
not only for his genius as an architect, 

but he referred to the occasion as being 

less bright by reason of Mr. White’s be- 
ing no longer living and unable to be 

present and contemplate the outcome of 
i his efforts. 
| An hour before the time set for the 

opening of the service, men and women 

began to gather at Madison Avenue and 

Twenty-fourth Street, and there were 
several hundred there before the church 
; doors were opened. 
| At 10:55 the doors were opened to the 
| general public, and then every corner of 
| the new place of worship, which has been 
| described was quick- 
ly filled. 

That which, according to Dr. Park- 
hurst, Stanford White struggled for in 
designing the church, it was generally ad- 
mitted, had been achieved. ‘The interior, 
as well as the exterior, are entirely away 
from the familiar forms of church build- 
ings hereabout. The color scheme 1s al- 
most the same within and without, the 
material of the exterior walls being buff 
brick and glazed terra cotta upon a base 
of white marble. The dome makes the 
interior look wonderfully roomy and per- 
mits splendid ventilation. 

Dr. Parkhurst only, toward the end of 
his sermon, touched on the subject of 
the church edifice at all. The public, he 
| said, had heard enough of, what the con- 
gregation stood for architecturally. 

““It behooves us therefore,”’ he went on 
to say, “‘so that there may be no more 
ambiguity in their minds, to state the 
construction to be put upon what we de- 
note on the immaterial side, that is to 
say, what our religion means and what 
we have in mind to do with it.” 

Dr. Parkhurst said in part: 

“The circumstances under which we 
are met seem fitted to crowd us back 
upon the great fundamentals, and to set 
us asking what the meaning of our 
being here, of our having a church, of 
| Our being a cnurch; what is that vital 
|} Stalk of reality from which church or- 
ganization, church architecture, worship, 
and endeavor all bud forth into beauteous 
and fragrant blossom. Everything hinges 
on having a religion that is large and 
solid in its beginnings and that even in 
its initial movements gives token of a 
long reach. We have no interest here 
jin any religion that does not start with 
God fundamental fact—personal, 
wise, righteous, and affectionate. We 
| can have our admiration for any amount 
of skilled disquisition upon theological 
| themes if it is handsomely done; we can 
| heartily applaud ethical culture and the 
| Whole catalogue of moral proprieties, even 
though such proprieties vegetate on infi- 
del or even godless ground. But we real- 
ize the difference there is between virtue 
; that has become a genius and virtue that 
is worked as an aftectation. 

‘It is a disgrace to intelligent manhood 
and womanhood that it allows the great 
questions that are here confronting us to 
so by default, without being prepared to 
dispose of them with a certain amount of 
pronounced affirmation. Our young peo- 
ple ; in particular are swamped * a bog of 
religious negations and it is working in- 
determinateness of life and rottenness of 
character.

Presbytery; the Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, 
3ishop-Coadjutor_of the Diocese of New 
York; the Rev. William Adams Brown, 
professor in Union Theological Seminary 
and grandson of the first pastor of the 
Madison Square Church, and the Rev. 
Dr. W. H. Faunce, President of Brown 
University. The addresses were all in a 
congratulatory vien. Dr. Faunce spoke 
particularly of Dr. Parkhurst’s vigorous 
Christianity. 

‘“‘In the first sermon I ever heard him 
preach,” said Dr. Faunce, “he declared 
that sin was just the same as it was in 
Christ’s time; that if one were to attack 
the gumbling dens or the houses of ill- 
repute one would be pursued by a crowd 
ready to crucify, just as Christ was cruci- 
fied.

SEASON OF GERMAN DRAMA. 


First Play at Irving Place Theatre 
To-night. 


The season of German drama in Irving 
Place will begin to-night with a produc- 
tion of Felix Philippi’s four-act drama, 
“Der Helfer,’’ to be known here as “ The 
Friend in Need.””

-RUSSIA’S FINANCES 


Government’s Needs Less Urgent 
Than Reported, Mr. Kutzleb Says 


THINKS OUTLOOK HOPEFUL'| 


No New Loan Necessary Until Next 
Spring — Found Business in 
Russia Good. 


The disturbances recently caused in the 
foreign market, 


are largely held, by the publication of re- 


ports said to have been officially present-| 


ed to Minister Stolypin by the Minister of 
Finance to the effect that the Russian 
Government was facing a very heavy def- 
icit and was in urgent need of floating 
another loan, adds special interest to 
statements regarding the Rusisan situa- 
tion made yesterday by Walter Kutzleb, 
New York representative of the Russo- 
Chinese Bank, who has just returned from 
Russia. 

The deficit this year in the revenues of 
the Russian Government, Mr. Kutzleb ad- 
ruitted, will probably amount to some- 
thing between 150,000,000 and 200,000,000 
rubles, or, at the maximum, $100,000,000. 
Despite this large deficit, however, Mr. 
Kutzleb says that a new loan is by no 
means urgent. The Russian Government, 
he says, is in a position to put off a loan 
at least until next Spring and that it can 
do so without serious embarrassment. 
The deficit in the Government's revenue 
fs being carried by means of Treasury 
notes, and these, Mr. Kutzleb said, are 
being placed without difficulty. 

While admitting that Russia still faces 
very serious problems, Mr. Kutzleb ex- 


pressed the opinion that the situation in|
